The present fashion of going without 
a hat does no harm as far as the scalp 
is concerned; in fact, it tends to keep it 
cool, but the hair should not be too much 
exposed to the direct rays of the sun. 
Sun is supposed to brighten hair; an 
occasional sun bath is stimulating and 
.healthy, but too. much sun will cer- 
tainly fade the hair and destroy its 
life and gloss. A proof of this is the 
fact that European races that have 
worked bareheaded in the fields since 
childhood have invariably faded and 
discolored hair. 
Allowing the hair to be wet while 
' bathing is not advisable; salt •water is 
bad for the hair and used in this way 
lake or river water does it no good, 
for it is the scalp we need to keep 
clean and water alone will not do this. 
Therefore, in order to preserve the 
hair during the hot days w« should 
keep the scalp clean and well venti- 
lated, and thus overcome the bad ef- 
fects of excessive perspiration and pre- 
vent dandruff.

It is en- 
closed in a small case, the top bear- 
ing the President's photo and lower 
part the original order as follows: 


"MILITARY ORDER. 


"The Surgeon General 
will send 


Major Merwin wherever he may think 
the public service may require.

"July 24, 1862."

ly enjoy the blessings of earthly life. 


Perhaps the Evolution hope Is bet- 


ter than none! Surely it is better than 
the eternal torment hope of the Dark 
Ages! but it must be far from soul-sat- 
isfying to all who thmk deeply. But 
the Bible hope proposes that Messiah's 
Kingdom shall take in the entire race 
of Adam, and by disciplinary instruc- 
tions and encouragements shall help 
all the willing and obedient to human 
perfection. This hope for the world 
is beyond tbe special hope which is the 
exclusive portion of the fully conse- 
crated disciples of Jesus.

belated preachers who endeavor to per- 
suade their congregations that Evolu 
tion is perilous to the soul, and who 
found their religious teaching on the 
old doctrines of a finished creation, an 
absentee God, and a pestilence-stricken 
world."

time.

said he had not given her any en- 
couragement about 
her 
husband's 


candidacy. 


Regarding the alleged assault in 


Washington the senator in reply to 
questions told 
of 
meeting 
Mrs. 


Bond at her hotel after she had tel- 
ephoned him making the 
appoint- 


ment. 
He said he never knew that 


James R. Jacobs, T. E. 
Robertson 


and others were ait the hotel at the 
time. 
* 


"I had never been in there be- 


fore," he said, "and when I reach- 
ed the door Mrs. Bond approached 
me in the lobby. I 
supposed we 


were to go to a hotel parlor but she 
took me to another room." 


"Where did you 
sit?" 
Senator 


Gore was asked. "I sat in a rocking 
chair,'' he replied. 


"We talked about the appointment 


of her husband. 
I told her again 


there "was no chance for him. 
She 


seemed to feel that he had lost." 


"I arose, remarking that I must go, 


and Mrs. Bond took hold of my hands. 
She was remarking that I was going 
to have a hard race. At that moment 
the telephone rang and she answered 
it. Then she came back and sat on 
the bed. 


"We talked only a few minutes. I 


arose and she took hold of my hand, 
then fell on the bed. I asked: 'What 
does this mean?' Just then Robert- 
son came into the room and told her 
to stop that squalling.''
